They aent the I.T.F. accounts 
of their terrible experiences and 
below we £ive t.ome extracts from 
their stor ea, One cannot overempha- 
size what booh on in theee carats j 
especially ut a time when certain 
states v-/ould yield before fascist 
blackmail and callously deliver 
millions of people to the dictators* 



Con centration camp for tellin g thn *t-h*>._ 

In ^arch 1933 many arrests wore carried out amo&G workers in our 
little town in East Germany. 

la the April following a group of workers who had escaped the 
mm tff arrests, published a pamphlet relating the truth about tho 
rteichsuae fire. The hand-printed pamphlet was circulated amonr, the 
vorkora in our town, Tho Gestapo came to know of it, and a few days 
after tho destruction of the trade unions arrested r fy workers. 

Seata po cro^ a— ex amines. 

Several workers were unable to stand the daily tortures and 
supplied the Gestapo with clues for further arrests. Tie were taken 
°2 C + I? y one Xrom our celle and aaked to disclose the name of the author 
01 the pampnlet, Ilany really could not answer the question, and only 
mow whence they had the pamphlet. But when the answers were not to 
-tnc^ liking ^ tno interrogators, orders were given for the prisoner 
to oe stripped and thrashed. This was done with heavy-handled. four- 
lee t whips, r/nose tapering ends wound themselves round the naked body 
of the victim, *T 

The cross-examination by no means ended with the whipping. The 
unconscious victim was thrown into a tank of cold water, m& ut>on 

fining conucicuax^subjoctod to another examination. If the answers 
were still unsatisfactory another method of torture was tried. 
8*&, too neld the prisoner while the testicles were squeezed between 
t-.-o ooards. After three weeks of this torture the Nazis had the in- 
formation they uanted. 

Some of the taon hold out and refused to make any disclosures in 
spito of all torture. 

I n prison. 

Later we were transported to a prison. The gaoler who issued our 
clothing, hardly a person to suspect of being over-sensitive, oho oh 
nis head when he saw the marks on our body of four weeks ' stay in the 
Gestapo dungeons. The prison was no convalescent home, but at least 
wo could lie on our mattresses at nifiht without fear of nocturnal 
cross-examinations and tort urines. 

During the arrest pending trial contacts wore established between 
a small sroup of prisoners. Several workers volunteered to confess to 
being the authors and chief distributors of tho pamphlet, -nd to des- 
cribe the others as innocent receivers. Consequently in the subsequent 
trial only six ox the men were found guilty. Tho other k$ were acquitted 
but all wore taken into custody a^ain. 
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XlL- th.c concentration ciir- p , 

The arrival of now prisoner s in the concentration camp is a 
uncial enjoyment to the S.^, Wo had to change into the convict 
clothing in five minutes to the acconpaninent of truncheon blows, 
monvQ wore driven up and down stairs a doacn tines. 77hen wc finally 
^ound ourselves in the coll3, S.A. kept on rushing in, draped vlb 
out, questioned us and then maltreated us for making critical remark a 
about the Third Raich, although non. of us had spoken a word. This 
vent on all ni.jht. 

Fearful experience b dzo vrero the visits to the latrines. In 
t/ic concentration camp only buckets wore provided, and the prisoners 
&aa to empty then. They had to grip the bucko t s by the dirtiod 
^■■.ridlcD and carry then at double-quick tine and enpty thma into a 
pit. v T isits to the latrines took: place in groups, to the accouoaniment 
or kicks and clous. 

At the middle of February 193 I entered the Oranienburg concen- 
tration canp. This canp is notorious -for its "obstacle track". ::cn 
are driven through a barbed wire entanglement and then nadc to crawl 
over a tree trunk spanning a ditch. Whon I alipaed from this tiunk, 
I was savagely beaten. In the Oranienburg canp the S.A. had a special 
f.rudgc against Berlin ant i~fas cist s, many of whon they knew personally < 
The Jews and uen formerly prominent in the noveucnt £«lao hrd spe- 
cially bad tine. 

Transp o rt 01 ni-igonura. 

When our prisoners* car stopped in Papcnburg - we were on the way 
to the Esterwegon concentration canp (near the Dutch frontier) - \:o 
tfere nadc to alight an ids t nuch shouting and beating. TTc ucr. then 
loaded into two lorries- We had to hold our hands behind our heads and 
saut our cycrs. On each car a troop of S.S. nounted guard over us. At 
im& entrance of our new quarters wo wore ironically welconcd by a band,

A f e T .; of tlie beds in the canp were not /to the liking of the 
superintendent. For punishment he kept us running about the canp for 
two hours. After the evening roll call we to line up for "drill". 

Fifteen minutes 1 running exercise was i'ollowod by half an hour 
of knee-bending, the fourth raovcacnt of which had to be sustained for 
aoout half a ninute. S.S. ncn matched us, and when those of ua vho 
ware sick or old began to weaken, they held bayonets under them and 
jeered: sit on that f 

The knee-bonding was followed by an ord^r to roll. T7c had to 
roll over and over on the ground until m were diazy, and nearly all 
oi us vonited. Uhton the S.S. nan in connand saw this he ordered us 
roll back, So we had to roll back through our vonitings, for we d^red 
not give up. To Give up neant higher -dcr.roc torture. 

After the rolling, we had to hop a distance with bent knees, and 
then crawl ovur the ground face downwards without the use of arns of 
Ic^q, In the Diddle of tho canp was a hollow of a depth of I.h net res 
and an area of 25 square netrcs, which tog supposed to be intended 
for containing water for fire -extinguishing purposes. Through this 
holw we had to crawl v Fortunately there was no water in it. TThon I 
reached the other side I paused in exhaustion, clinging to the edge 
with uy hands. One of the S.S^ncn saw no and be-an kicking ny face to 

0 bloody pulp, TThen I tried to get up without an order having -eon 
given, I received several kicks in tho body, I uas then carried to th, 
sick-bay by fellow prisoners, and a doctor stitched the skin of ny 
forenoad, the torn oyc-lid and the point of ciy nose. Kext I s as to>on 
to the lock-up, where ny hands and feet were tied. During the nigkt 

1 tainted repeatedly, and when I was to be hauled before the coctmndant 
in the norning I could not stand owing to agonising afcdoninal pains, 
sound hand and foot I was dragged befone the connondant by tvo S.S. 
ncn and sentenced to six weeks penal r*ang on a charge of resistance, 
disobedience and slacking. Then I waa required to work, and vas 
thrashed until I tried. The work consisted in vhceling turf. Hands and 
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f'Otft verc shackled. The nand schaeklcs i;cro opened and laid on the 
}.hoelbarroir, and v;ith shackled lugs I 9aa now required to rheel six 
i r y sods a distance of about 100 metres, Than I tried to novo the 
Ibarrotr I rcaa assailed by a violent pain in the abdomen and

I reGutaed consciousness in the sick-bay* Tho doctor Bald I m? 
Bhqtdntog* In tho roon ucro several other prisoners, who had buon taken 
ill ,he fiay before after tho drill • Thoy told no that one ©f the pri- 
soners had died that nigjit, as a renult of a kick in tho stomach. Those 
v:ho uharod quarters with hin wore accused of having nurdorod hin. They 
wore forbidden to 50 to work until the ^uilty ones had been found. 

Tho doctor abused us and said thrt he would only tolerate healthy 
or doad prisoners in the camp. Ho enquired about oui politic cflL prist, 
and ordered us to stand in different cornorn of fee room accurdinr to 
the nize of tho penalties Wd had already Buffered. The doctor did not 
cxaninc us. The assistant g^-vo ua canphor balls, one for each previous 
conviction. These we liad to avail rr.? f after vhieh wu were thrown out of 
tho sick-bay. I collapsed at tho door, and when I cane to I fuund ny~ 
B©if in -.Si anbulanco-car. 

In the llaria Hospital I could not be operated on for BOftO days 
o\,in- to hi-rJi fevor. Tho kick I had received had torn the abdominal v;all 
and injured tho intestines. After the operation uy temperature ctQaitl 
rune above decrees C, Suppuration had wet in. The Catholic nurse did 
v:hat ;ihc could, but I aa^j that ray case was considered hopeless, 1 was 
asked to stato ay religion and the nai^es of my relatives- The 

Operation wound, was rt:- opened by the surgeon and washed out by means of 
a rub .or tube. 

Six woofcs later I was able to leave bed. I weighed J +3 kilo^r;:;.iLicG. 
Rfeou I eoulu leave tho hospital after nine weeks try "might had recovered 
to 5? hilo/r 1 xmes. 

In the hospital I Dot many follow suffers from other cai.;pa of the 
Ens district* All had been injured un&^r tsiollar circumstances. One of 
then was Hans Litter*. Ho cane from K&ni'j.aboiv:, in Prussia, wher. his 
father %mM professor at a university. Lit ten had joined the socialist 
movement after the assassination of Jean Jaux&s, and after the wax 
belonged to the Socialist Labour Youth. Up to 1§33 he acted as legal 
counsel for many anti-fascist a. In the Felseneek tri.,1 he had forced 
Hitler to admit that the Nazi Party was arming terror g^63. He had 
humiliated the Fiihrer, and for that he went to tho concentration camp. 
In Uoor he had fallen under the wheels of a &ie#©l locomotive, sustain- 
ing a complicated, facture of the thigh-bone. Ho had lain in plaster of 
Paris dressing for several weeks already. 

One day there appeared in the Papettburg sick-ward the fomor 
corn-aandant of the Qranienburg camp, S chafer. He walked along the beds 
and saw Litton. He approached the latter 1 3 bed and asked, Do you 
remember me, you effeninate semi-Jewish sott, Litten answered, l r os ? 
f ro.u the Fclsenock trial. Schaf er then ordered Litten to remove his 
glasses and struck hin in the face ton times with his grey buckskin 
.Jove a * 

The hospital doctor coloured and walked off. TThon Schaf er and his 
adjudr-.nt Daniuls had left the hospital, the doctor apolo^i^cd as 
National Socialist to Litton for Schafor^ cor-duct, lac latter must h^-v, 
got to know of this, for a few days later the doctor disappeared. From 
prisoners of the Dachau concentration cacp Ttfhom I met later I acer^ that 
the doctor, Dr Schulcr, had also been inpriooned there, tfhat becaoe of 
hin I do not knovu 

The new doctor for the patients from tho Ene district concentra- 
tion car.ip was the S.A. medical officer Toigeler, He was regularly 
drunk and crininally indifferent to the patients, Tho nurses, ;;ho had 
rsivered Dr Schulcr for his devotion to his uork, shook their heads in 
bLT./ildernont at the orders of Dr Teigclor, Thus he ordered' tho removal 
of Litten 1 s plaster dressing, a/id the next day sent hin back to tho 
c.'-.Qp without :uxy further treatment. Patients subsequently arriving 
from Pr.penburg related that the day following hio disnissal from the 
hospital Litten had been forced to Vfork with his incompletely cuivd leg. 



Hand Lit ten probably suffered no re fffe the hnnde of tho Nazi 
fiends than anybody else in Gernany. His life in the concentration 
cnap was one drawn-out torture- Owing to tho interest taken his 
pauo -broad, no recourse was had to the tried oothod of dispatc2iing 
hin "during 023 attempt to cacapo Tr * E&g object was to turturc hira 
Until in desperation he took his own life. 

After two nonths I was diimisscd from tho liar in Hospital nd 
Bent back to the concentration caap. 1 still had to serve tho six- 
vedc sentence in tho pcnsil gang pronounced against no in April ±0? 
disobedience.

Upon entering tho quart era of tho penal gang hands and f out arc 
shackled, Tho colls can bo darkened at ism tine by shutters* Kio cell a 
r-ro without sanitary pail or r.iattreas or blankets. Yet new entrants 
to tho penal gang, who have to spend the firat fourteen nirfcts in 
standing cells, regard the ordinary cells with longing, 

Tho standing colls are 1,50 aetrea higfr, 1 not re wide and 1 net re 
deep. The prisoner a 1 hands are shackled behind their back, a oliain 
Q&m&p&B frou the handcuff a to the 60-00, chain connecting the foot- 
ahat>vi GBt j n this condition one la throve into the standing cell. In 
spite of everything, tho occupant 3 of the soils nay fall into that 
oaaod condition between Bleep and wakefulness. But then tho guards 

DOS, throw open the door, and the occuprmt nuat stop out and any 
aloud "prisoner so and so sentenced to six wcokn penal &tmg for dis- 
obedience," All tho occupants are marched off to the lutrinco. This 
is repeated every hour during the night, woe hio vho falls asleep and 
doea not hoax tho door open, Ke in drar od out, kicked and ordered 
to do half ar. hour rolling, 

'JorkLo;-; in shackles . 

At throe a,n, we had to turn out for work. The handcuffs were un- 
locked and laid on the barrow, The f aot~shacklcs rouainod. Th^ work 
v;ould perhaps have not boon bo bad if it had been of any use. Six 
heavy slabs of turf had to bo carted a distance of about a hundred 
yards and there unloaded. Then tho barrov; had to be reloaded with 
turf fron a pile on the aano spot. And this Bonacloss carting back- 
wards and forwards went on for three hours, iron three to six a.r.i* At 
nix o 1 clock there was a half- hour br,.ak for breakfast, and i .. 
cartiiig was resumed for thirteen continuous hours, until seven vj,.., 
Fror.1 seven to eight there wna a "dinner" interval. Then followed two 
hours 1 drill. Shackles were ronoved, and ye had to narch, crawl, hop, 
bend knees, and at the least sign of weakening bo&G "rolling" too* 
Kicks and blows ucro plentiful. After the drill wc wore shackled again 
and locked up in tho cells. 

Today I do not know whence I got the force to endure it .11, flhen 
wo heard how a prisoner desperately besought an S,S f guard to shoot hio, 
and then, aftor tho latter had advised Mo to pretend to attach an 
uniformed nan, saw how ho was nurdercd, I always stiffened aiul deter- 
oinod to hold out. Even while turn wore in death a:ony the guards 
kicked the::, in their faces till they were dead, ".Zany tinea trq were 
witness of that,

From Berlin arriVGd a flogging frano, a wooden af fair over which 
the vict in had to bond with at rape passing over neck, back and knee- 
Jointo. 

Those guilty of a ni&take when Linking their bed, drilling or 
yaluting mS,5, i r .ian, or othcrxvloc attracting notice, wore sentenced to 
25 strokes . They had to put on thin canvaa trousers and after being 
examined by the oanp doctor were strapped to the flogging fraiic. The 
shed ,:.atos of the victin had to at and round and watch, while an espe- 
cially hefty S.S* nan did the flogging, The victim was required to' 
count the otrokes aloud. After the first blows \iith tho heavy v;hip the 
skin burst and blood streamed down the legs and ankloa, the ^--ousora 



turned rod, and at the following blows blood squirted into the faces of 
t::o bystanders. The white canvas trousers was a defect in the staging. 
Tm doctor, always 3fe S.S. uniform and ar:.;od with revolver-, usually 
stopped the punishment after the first ten strokes. But when the 
fcaaaifca were healed after three week a in hospital, the rcr.iaininfs strokes 
wore Given. To avoid those interruptions, black trousora were Ihtro- 

:od, Thoso did not show the blood ao nuch, and fc&e doctor no longer 
"ojectcd to the 25 blows. Usually the victim fainted after 15 blows, 
and the S.S* Bail then went on flogging tin. unconscious nan till he was 
ti -.j.J.. 

ft was mass torture, Moral anguish die tort od tho faces of those 
©unpolled to luuk on. They tr cabled with powerless hatred, but ked 
to at?md to attention all the tino. Tho S.S. guards watched thcr.i 
closely, looking for signs of "state-hostile 11 gestures. They wanted 
now victim fox tho flossing frame. 

M H drill . 

To prevent tho prisoners fro;:; forget tins their lot at night rr fire 
fir ill" was organized. This took place fortnightly, but at irre. ular 
intervals, so that one did not know when to expect it * On such occg** 
siona sirens sounded in the oiddle of the night. Search-limits shone 
iron the two uachine-gun towers. The guards of the several sheds 
roared "night drill" and all the non tunbled out of bed. Everyone 
..rabbod what clothing he could and rushed out into the open. Each shed 
housed about 150 Don. Everyone knew what it nornt to be tho last to 
tr.- verse the do^r. This door was 1.20 notres wide, and over a hundred 
L.en woiv trying to T7edG0 thcaselvos through it. On both aides were 
posted S.S. Qon, who belaboured the throng at the door with rifle-butts 
and truncheons. TToo to the last to got through. 

Frou tho tower a rattled tho Kaohlno-guns, and although we knew 
thai the presence of S.S, men protected us against being shot at, there 
was a panic, which was intensified by the L^oana of the beaten, the 
:i r 3-.;lin(s of the; sirens and the Glare of the search-lirhts, 

Thus vq lined up on both sides of tho coop lane, nost of us half 
d&kfcdt Usually cold rainy and windy weather wan chosen for tho noctur- 
nal drill, The S.S. guards wcru in warn uniforn, heavy boots and 
wa \\.rpT oofs, They always pretended that iiO- r .;oone was absent, After the 
numbering the shod leaders reported to the company leaders who passed 
tho number on, m& it always transpirod that there wore- r.tcn short. This 
w .s repeated three or four tines, Heanwhile 170 stood half naked three 
to fours hours in rain and wind. Tho company leaders Jecrinsly told us 
to shiver ourselves warn. TThen the farce had lasted lon& enough we 
wore ordered bach to the sheds, and had to bo quick about it, as other- 
wise we were called back and r.iade to stand in the rain again* 

An illu^al Journal . 

In the tali. .or 193 • an illegal Journal repeatedly appeared in the 
cor.ip. This cane to the knowledge of those in charge j and a search was 
nade. But without result. 

The S.S, then seized hontac.es. Sight ixn were taken outside the 
enap and given a flogging. Vo were sur. oned one by ono to state who had 
road tho Journal in the carap* Thin wont on for three hours, to tho 
acconpanir.iont of all deftr^cs of torture. % wore promised iraudiatc 
release fron the carip if wc disclosed tho r.arics. None of uo turned 
trait or j for oil know what tho consequences would have been: the 
^looting of scores of prisoners. The Guards were furious. The chief 
stated that he knetr thero were readers of tho journal anon^st us, and 
seeing they had not the c our a go to own up wc should 11 hive to suffer.

During work on the heath or olaowhor-: outnide the canp the &xnc& 
worked within a cordon of S.S. nen nraed with tiflos and revolvers, 
in the case of lar^o Gangs alao a machine -gun* Those brought to the 
omp to be uurdcred wore set to work apart from the others. After a 
while tho S*S. Bi&ardS withdrew, so that the doonod nan found himself 
outside the cordon. Thia ranked as an attempt to escape, S.S#Den bor;an 
to tiiiout and the prisoner was ahot at froo nil sides. At the fir at 
phots the sirens be_mn to howl, and wo all knew that anothor comrade 
had been murdered, ./hen the sirono v;cnt off all prisoners had to line 
up for a roll call. 

Such incidents took place nearly weekly. The shoot inG of a pri- 
soner meant a number of advantages to the S.S. A nan who could ^rovc he 
had oroujit down a prisoner tryinc to escape was promoted to squad 
leader, with a corresponding increase in paSt. If he already had this 
rank, the reward was ei;2_.t days 1 leave.
